DRY DOCK. 

On ThurstLiy IJi.i Ivxcu'lleney visitoil tlu' 
Urydock. The wuiithor was beautiful and 
iliu 1,'overnur-gi'nunil hud an (iiipiutuiiity 
of admiring the pioturesqun surroundings 
of Esquimau harbor and its coinraodioua- 
nos3 and suitability in evory way for tlio 
site of the groat engineering work so long 
, 111 progresa in connection witli it. The 
public arc briefly informed by the organ 
that liis KxcuUenoy displayed much in- 
terest in the work, and was supplied with 
hU desired information by Mr. Morris, of 
the firm of Kinipple & Morris, and by 
Mr. Bennett, resident engineer. Wo are 
further told that Hi-s Excellency's exami- 
nation of the dock " was oxhau.stive and 
of a nature calculated to demonstrate that 
Hin Excellency thoroughly realizes the 
value of tlio work ichen it fluill huie liefii 
comphtcd." There is almost an uninton- 
rional sarcasm in the laft clause of this 
nentenco, from which it might bo inferred 
that Ilis Excellency's appreciation has at 
present to be held in abeyance or deferred 
to that very future period when the dock 
shall have been comploted. Engineers 
uro liardly used men and have often un- 
pleasant ta.sk.s to perform. It in very 
likely that the e.xainination of the dock 
with such a distinguishi'd vi.iitor was one 
of tiiom, and they would probably lia\ e 
been far bettor plea.sed after oiglil years' 
labor if they could have shuwn a wot 
dock instead of a dry one; by which is 
meant, of course, that completed work for 
the value (if which His Excellency ri:- 
serves his appreciation. It would have 
heon, moreover, a far more entertaining 
sight to have seen tlio tide admitted by 
the removal of the caisson and the en- 
trance and o.\it of one of Her ilajesty'.s 
• hips, instead of having to draw on tlie 
jinagination for the succossiful working of 
the dock from tlie very meagre outlines 
now at tho command of the visitiir, with 
the exception of the wall of iiiaHonry at 
its northern extremity, which wall the 
drydock committee'.-! report says, i.i by no 
means so substantial as it hioks. But 
eight years' labor on tho work ought !•) 
have afforded the governor-general tho 
«elcomo sight wo have alluded to, and 
! he question arises if eight years more 
will afl'ord some othur governor-general 
such a treat. Thej' may, and it is to be 
hoped tlioy will. The engineers are do- 
serving of tho deepest sympathy. Thijy 
iiavi) a great wi.rk before them which 
even time itself, which complotes or de- 
stroys most things, seems unable ti,' grap- 
ple with. What the guveriior generar.s 
private ideas wore at the ccnichision of the 
interview with the dock authoritie.s \ve 
are not inforiueil, and [irobably he did 
not express any. It i.i .•jomewhat singu- 
lar, however, thai he was not accom[>an 
led on the occasion by tho premier, as he 
might have thrown an enchanted illiiini- 
nation over it which would have made 
His E.xcolloncy believe that the period of 
its completion iiad actually arrived, and j 
that he way no longer under the necessity j 
■ d withholding liis estimate of the value ' 
of tho Ijiiished work. However thi.s may ] 
be there is one tiling pretty certain: the 
advice and representations of His Excel- ! 
Icncy, iiH a friend and well-wisher nf the 
firoviiice, vvill all tend t.i iirge our own 
dilatory local gtivprnnient to hasten on 
the work, so that it may cease to be a 
standing reproach to the province and, 
at the rate at which it has been carried 
on, a wasteful drain u[)on tlic public 
pursi!. There are other subjects which 
will come under His Excellency's obser- 
v.iti.'ii, su.'h .IS 'he tehigraph service, fnr 
ihfttance, and the want of any eli'ort I'li 
the part of this government to induce im- i 
migration into the province, although 
every mail steamer from California brings 
crowds of iinniigrants fnr Oregon tiiid 
W'ashingtiin Territory, who only make a 
stay .'it ouv i-.v.ii port for a few hours en 
n"iu to their tiiial destination. .Surely 
this IS a state of things which might bo 
changed by a little energy on the part of 
the government, and it is to be hoped 
that this great neglect will appear so pa- 
tent to Ilis Excellency as to induce him 
tu offer suggestions in the proper quarter I 
tending to an improved condition of j 
things. It might not be possible to bring j 
.-ibout a change at onco, but now is the [ 
time to diffuse iiif'^rintUioii concerning 
tho province, So th.-u when incroaned facil- i 
ities of communication are available the 
people oast may have become in some i 
measure acquainted with tho resources I 
and agreeable climate of tho country and | 
they may be ready to cast their lot with 
uy. These latter remarks may seem to 
have no direct connection with His Ex- 
cellency's visit to tho drydock; but in 
reality they have a very close one, as the 
neglect and want of energy of the gov- 
ernment at one point, naturally suggests 
many others where it is equally lacking 
and where the injury to tho interests of 
the province is equally great.
